Clothing Coupon Information 


Certain types of garment not given separately in previous 
coupon lists are to have special ratings as from Tuesday next, 
12th August, and the coupon values of some other items will then 
be changed. 


I. A woollen cardigan, sweater, jumper, jersey, etc., was 
formerly rated at 8 coupons for adults’ sizes and § for children’s 
if it had long sleeves ; otherwise at 5 and 3. The higher rating 
now applies if the garment weighs at least 19 ounces (for an 
adult’s garment) or 7 ounces (for a child’s garment), whatever the 
length of sleeve. (Most cardigans weigh less than 10 ounces.) 


2. The rating for a non-woollen gym tunic or skirt on bodice 
has been reduced to 6 coupons for women and 4 for girls; a 
sleeveless woollen frock is now included with a woollen gym 
tunic or skirt on bodice at 8 (woman’s) and 6 (girl’s). 


3. The rating of 2 coupons for women’s boleros, short capes, 
etc. (not over 16 in. long and not fur), now only applies to the 
less substantial of these garments.

Exciting times, occa- 
sionally interspersed 
with periods of unbear- 
able boredom penned 
up in some foreign har- 
bour awaiting the naval 
escort.

Some of it will feed the troops 
in Egypt, some will go into the 
warships.

Humdrum? Yes, but how use- 
ful. The Captain told me_ of 
arriving at Bombay with a fine 
cargo, only to find to his dismay 
that a convoy had just left; it 
would be three weeks’ wait for 
another.

AT various times British 
statesmen have suggested 
that it is not much use to discuss 
peace aims until we have won the 
war. They have argued that vic- 
tory is the only aim that mattered 
for the time being. 

Perhaps there was something 
in this contention when few 
people in the outside world had 
much hope of our success. That 
is not the case today. Neutral 
opinion has completely changed 
and now, outside the dictator 
countries, there is growing confi- 
dence in our cause. 

Moreover, the Nazis themselves 
are beginning to feel uneasy. 
When a paper like the “ Frank- 
furter Zeitung ” talks of “limited 
objectives ” in the Russian cam- 
paign, it can only do so because 
it wishes to reassure its readers 
that this campaign will not be 
allowed to exhaust Germany's 
strength 


Actually the objective of total 
war must always be total victory. 
Anything short of that is failure 
and, so long as the Soviet armies 
are in being, the Nazis dare not 
concentrate all their efforts 
against us. 

Indeed, they are getting a taste 
of their own nerve war. Rumours 
of impending British attack, in the 
Arctic or in Africa or at any point 
in the West, are current in neutral
